gages became due were not renewed. 
Even the 


.nonpartisan league became alarmed, at the condi- 
tions. 
They repealed some bffthe most obnox- 


.lous laws in 1910 which had operated to the detri- 
ment of the state. 
This did not stop the with- 


drawals and millions o£ dollars-which had' previ- 
ously aided in financing the farms and Industries 
of North Dakota were taken from the banks. 
It 


was not considered safe with a state government 
pledged to a conflscatory program and likely at 
'.any time to pass laws which -would-endanger the 
integrity ot investments. The state government 
under the'nonpartisan league was engaged in sea- 
son and out, :ln damning the very sources oi the 
capital -which it was so necessary to liave in the 
development of the state and to carry on its busi- 
ness. The nonpartisan league haci a moit Utopian 
scheme for owning Us newspapers and "operating 


..them for the,spread of propaganda. Few of these 
•newspapers are making any money. It had anoth- 
er scJteme for state owned elevators and com- 
munity stores -which have in only a few cases been 
self supporting. 
It authorized, a bond issue of 


•$30,000,000 for co-operative, and socialized bust- 
ness and could not sell its bonds. 
' It made a law requiring the deposit of all pub- 
lic funds In the Bank oC North Dakota. It had 
.the right to redeposit funds in country banks. 
The central bank took many thousands oC dollars 
from tho banks oE the First and Second Congres- 
sional districts and deposited these monies in 
banks oE the Third district. This 'was a part oJ 
tho political patronage scheme oC the league. 
Then the people oC the state initiated and passed 
a law making it possible Cor the local treasurer to 
withdraw the monies of his county from the cen- 
tral bank and place them in banks oC his own 
choosing in his own community. This in the last 
few days has "operated to stem the tide of bank 


failure. 


Then there is a cause for the acuteness of the 


situation, not at all political, but which would 
have been less disastrous if the nonpartisan league 
had not reduced the state to a financial skeleton 
before .the new economic condition came into the 


field as a factor. 


In normal years, the great bulk of the North 


.Dakota crop is marketed during the months oC 
September, October and November. 
This year 


there has been a widespread and very'general 
movement to hold wheat for higher prices. . It is 
scarcely necessary to point out that farmers rely 
almost wholly upon the receipts from their crop 
to pay their year's bills. 
Merchants and bankers 


throughout North Dakota, have always made it 
a custom to assiSt, so far as they are able and 
it is necessary, in financing farmers throughout 
the year, waiting until the crops, were marketed 
for their money. 
The burden ot the credit ex- 


.tended by the merchant gets back to the banter 
.ultimately. 
When the crops- are- not marketed, 


the money that has been counted on by the. bank- 
ers fails to come in either directly or through the 
merchants. 
Notes must be renewed, and in some 


cases more credit advanced. 
The bankers are 


called upon to pay back money they have bor- 
rowed from the big city banks, and they have 
no funds available. 
The banker has been facing 


a steadily increasing shortage of cash all spring 
and summer, and assuming a greater and greater 
burden, expecting prompt -relief inlhe fall when 
crops are marketed. And when that relief doesn't 
come, disaster is often the result. 


But the same conditions in marketing exist in 


South Dakota as In the North state. 
Crops are 


about the same, counties are in about the same 
geographical position, wheat is the chief crop, the 
soil is practically the same and the price oE grain, 
in South Dakota is no greater than in North Da- 
kota. 
But banks have not failed In South Dako- 


ta, because the laws ot .the state have not been 
monkeyed with and the money reserves have not 
been In charge oC thn state government; n. band of 
theoretical .<soc.talists who 'have attempted lo defy 
the laws of business and the inviolable economic

prisoners, and no clue is found. At a reformatory 
several desertions lead to the suspicion that a key 
is being circulated among the inmates. And there 
are similar stories in the papers almost every day. 
They suggest that jail-breaking is a frequent oc- 


""weVut the Question up',to Earl Dudding, head 
o£ the Prisoner's Relief Society, and got this re- 
assuring answer: 
"There Is no great menace from escaped con- 


victs 
There arc four million inmates in penal m- 


st'tutions in this 
country. Halt a million men, 


women, boys and girls are convicted of some of- 
fense every year, and as many more are freed from 
prisons. Compare these big figures with the. aver- 
age number oE escapes a year, which 
is almost 


five hundred."

Dudding explains that where even GO years ago 
they might have stood a fair chance oC permanent 
freedom, today they are' often retaken immedi- 
ately 
A comparatively few years ago a'refugee 


had a chance to cover 
his tracks 
and lose his 


identity in the time it, took to notify sheriffs and 
spread word oC the escape. 
Now cables, the tele- 


phone, railroads, even airplanes, i£ necessary, can 
bo called on to speed in pursuit.' 


It he is not taken at once, .the convicts man- 


ner betrays him. Publicity may have- gone ahead 
of him, he feai-s, and so he is wary of every one he 
meets. The man across the lunch'room table-who 
inquiries between bites o£ a sandvyich where he 
works may be a detective. 
A policeman looks at 


him and he is thrown into panic. Eventually he 
gives himself away in his efforts to be inconspic- 
uous.

"Nearly every day," says Doctor,Dudding, "o-ne 


or more men oL' this type come to me for. help be- 
cause - the situation is too much for them. There 
was a typical case just a few days ago.

The. man agreed, 
and here is the surprising 


part of the story, to one who does not understand 
prisons and prisoners as Dr. Dudding does. 
The 


man was not put under guard or handcufi-'ed. Dr. 
Dudding told him to come 'back at a certain time. 
When he came he was given a ticket to the jail 
town and a letter which had been obtained from 
the superintendent of the prison saying that he 
was traveling by permission of the prison author- 
ities. 
The convict, was to carry this' letter with 


him, 
for he was wanted by the police and might 


have been arrested on his way. This man did not 
make any attempt to use either- the letter or the 
ticket to escape. The adventure was over lor him. 


Such an instance occurred when Dr. Dudding 


was on a western trip some time ago. 
A man 


read in the newspaper .of the. work of this Dr. 
Dudding, who had- been a prisoner himself,, and 
came to see him. , The man' explained' that 15 
years before he had, in-a fit of anger, killed a girl 
who refused to:- marry him. 
He was given life 


imprisonment, but served 
only, a few months 


when friends, who were, indignant at 'what they 
felt was an unjust sentence, helped him to es- 
c'apc. He went west and.built up a business and a 
name for himself. 
But the shadow of. fear was. 


always worrying him. After consulting Dr. Dud- 
ding, he went back loathe prison. He served four 
years and was pardoned. 


As Dr. Dudding^ says, escapes ot any -kind'are 


rare, and 
the romantic escape, from, prison at j 


least, is seldom heard . of ,any more.

Hohenzollern, interned in a1 Dutch -castle, appar- 
ently never thinks of putting jjoison in the guards' 
atternoon tea or o£ burrowing his way'out of the 
grounds ot his estate, as any high-spirited mon- 
arch used to do in like circumstances.

Something like this happens .about a hundred 


times a year. Escaped prisoners from all parts of 
the country come into an office of.the Prisoner's 
Relief Society or write to Dr. Dudding to know 
what to clo. He tells them, as he told the man 
just mentioned, that they 'cannot expect to live 
honorably or in peace-until they have- beer, freed 
by the state, and then, when he has their permis- 
sion, he does what he can to make the return 
.to 


prison easy'for them. 


A prisoner had died, and his body was lying in 


a pine box in the chapel ready for burial. A color- 
ed prisoner realized the possibilities of that box. 
Pretending illness with convincing realism at the 
dinner table, the negro was permitted to leave the 
room and go to his cell unattended. Instead,'he 
went to the chapel, removed the body from 'the 
box and hid .it in a corner. 
Then he fixed the 


nails in the lid so that the box would open easily, 
and got inside. 


After dinner, three Irish prisoners and a guard 


were sent to get the box. 
The four got into the 


prison wagon with-their burden, and drove off to 
the cemetery. 
As they set the box down by the 


grave, a moan came from it. The men stood star- 
ing at it wlt'ri bulging eyes. Then a louder grown 
arose'. 
"Howly murdther!" yelled .the, Irish convicts. 


"The corpse is aloivel" and they tore back to the 
jail, the guard only one step behind them.. 


The "corpse"-lost no time in coming out ot his 


hiding place. The guard's gun lay where he had 
dropped it in his flight,'and the prison wagon was 
also conveniently le£t. With these to help him, the 
fleeing convict had a good start 
before the pur- 


suit- began and he got away.
